Drapeau attempts to "keep" 
power, and Joyal tries to "take" 
it, the MCM Is seeking to 
"return it to the people." 
Duquette says the MCM 
members "are the only ones 
who have succeeded in doing 
this." 

Michael Fainstat presented 
the MCM taxation policy, in- 
sisting that taxation must be 
"based on the ability to pay." 
Various taxation rates must 
exist, suggested Fainstat, to 
distinguish between large 
commercial enterprise and 
private individuals. 

One of the key MCM plat- 
forms—renovation rather than 
demolition of buildings— was 
outlined by local candidate 
John Gardiner. But when asked 
„to- explain how tenants might 
cope with increased rents after 
renovations, , Gardiner's 
solutions were inadequate. 

Presenting a program based 
on direct dealings with tenants 
rather than landlords, the 
MCM's main objective is to 
keep rent increases "to a 
minimum." 

The MCM's position on the 
referendum is not fully formed. 
Duquette. admitted that, as of 
yet, thé MCM has not 
established a policy on this 
issue. When questioned about 
the lack of responsibility of 
such a stance, Duquette 
responded that any decision 
taken by the MCM would have 
to emerge through the party 
structure. As of yet, this has not 
occurred.

"There are more political pris- 
oners in Yugoslavia than in the 
Soviet Union," said Yugoslav- 
Ian writer and dissident Mihajlo 
Mihajlov at McGIII Wednesday 
night. 

Mihajlov accused the West of 
ignoring the abuse of human 
rights in Yugoslavia in favor of 
the Soviet Union because the 
Soviet Union is a more powerful 
country. 

"In Yugoslavia, there are the 
same political prisons, the 
same' oppressive regime, the 
same secret police as in the 
Soviet Union, but the West 
pretends not to know what is 
happening." 

Mihajlov, who spent a good 
deal of the last 13 years in 
prison, was first arrested In 
1965 for publishing articles 
"slandering our mother social- 
ist country" in literary Journals. 



After being released, he was 
not allowed to publish in 
Yugoslavia. He then started 
writing for publication in the 
West for which he was again 
arrested. 

"I have spent many years in 
prison, and I may be in prison 
again, but I know I will never 
again be in a spiritual prison." 
Mihajlov added, "The true 
struggle Is a spiritual one, not a ' 
political or ideological one.

Allan Oliver expressed dismay 
with the new sick-leave regula- 
tions. He said MPPA members 
are being required to produce 
doctors' certificates for every 
day they are sick. While he 
agreed this is standard practice 
tor long-term Illnesses, he felt 
the demand was out of line and 
highly abnormal for one-day 
leaves. He could understand it 
In the case of "a guy with a bad 
record", but felt the majority of 
workers should be exempt from 
such treatment. 

McGIII Physical Plant staff 
are for the most part skilled 
tradesmen. Though they re-- 
celve higher wages than people 



performing similar jobs at other 
Quebec universities, Dowle 
stressed this was not due to 
special favors on the part of the 
McGIII administration. "We 
have enjoyed more than other 
universities because of hard 
bargaining," he said. 

Dowle said the workers had 
agreed to the Quebec govern- 
ment's plan to scale their 
wages down to the same level 
as workers at other universities. 
What they object to Is the 
manner In which the McGill 
administration Intends to carry 
out the plan. He has come up 
with a formula by which the 
men's salaries would not keep 
up with present rates of infla- 
tion but which would insure 
they never received actual pay 
cuts. He says McGill's proposal 
would result in pay cuts for 
some men in upcoming years 
and the executive feels that 
kind of treatment is Intolerable. 

Dowle also cited worker 
discontent at new vacation 
regulations. He said McGIII 
wants to go with a scheme that 
would give four-week vacations 
to all workers regardless of 
their years of service. He noted 
that current regulations give a 
five-week vacation- to workers 
with more than 25 years of 
service and that, while McGill 
plans to respect their rights in 
the currently unsigned con- 
tract, they will be wiped out In 
any future contracts 

Plant association 
expressed fear thaf, in the 
event of a strike, students 
would be called in to fill their 
jobs.

Fighting for unity among Arab states

LongafterProfessorGhorayeb's 
talk on the Lebanese Civil War 
and the assault on him at 
McGill by on- and off-campus 
Lebanese right-wing elements, 
the Arab Students' Association 
wants to explain the views of 
the Lebanese Christian Demo- 
cratic Organization, of which 
Ghorayeb is president. 

This organization was found- 
ed In Lebanon at the beginning 
of 1978. It claims a (largely 
Maronite) membership of 
12,000, an impressive number, 
considering the population of 
Lebanon. It runs clinics and 
open branches in West Beirut 
and the rest of Lebanon, while 
maintaining secret branches in 
areas of East Beirut under the 
control of right-wing Maronite 
militias. The organization is a 
member of the Lebanese Na- 
tional Progressive Movement, a 
front sometimes referred to by 
the Inaccurate North American 
media as 'the left-wing Mus- 
lims'. This movement includes, 
among others, the largely,Druze 
Muslim Lebanese Socialist 
Party, the National Social Party 
(largely Christian) and several 
other non-confesslonal groups, 
such as the Lebanese Commu- 
nist Party, the Party of Socialist 
Labour, the Arab Socialist/ 
Ba'ath Party of Lebanon and 
the Lebanese Murabitoun-V 
Nasserists, as well' as many 
independent neighbourhood 
committees. .The position of 
the organization can be sum- 
marized as follows.

the Arab nation. The term 'Arab' 
is neither racial nor religious, 
but rather denotes an affinity 
stemming from linguistic unity, 
cultural continuity, common 
history and the common chal- 
lenges faced by this nation.

The or- 
ganization takes pride in the 
Maronite intellectuals who long 
enriched the literary and politi- 
cal life of Egypt, Lebanon and 
Syria and who were instrumen- 
tal In the revival of the Arab 
nation and the movement to rid 
itself of Ottoman rule. They 
take pride In the memory of the 
Maronites *who were publicly 

•hanged by the Ottomans In 
Beirut and Damascus because 
of their struggle for Arab unity 
and/ Independence. 

As to the Lebanese crisis, 
the Christian Democrats note 

-that its roots are to be found in 
the structure of Lebanese polit- 
ical and economic institutions. 
The system of dividing political 

. power along confessional lines, 
conceived under Ottoman and 
French colonialism, Is anach- 
ronistic and does not respond 
to the needs of today's Lebanon. 

The Democratic program 
calls for the secularization of 
state Institutions, so that re- 
ligion would cease to define the 
roles of Individuals. It demands 
reform of the irrational and 
archaic system of political 
representation which requires, 
for instance, that citizens vote, 
not where they live, but where 
they were born. This system 
perpetuates the semi-feudal 
pattern of inherited office very 
common in Lebanon. A stable 



Lebanon can only be created on 
a truly democratic and socially 
equitable basis. 

As to the Syrian presence, 
the Democratic Christians take 
note of the fact that the Syrian 
army entered Lebanon In 1976 • 
at the request of the right, then 
in danger of total defeat by the 
progressive alliance. They also 
point to the efforts of Syria to 
return Lebanon to the authority 
of the government of Maronite 
president Elias Sarkis. These 
attempts have been consis- 
tently blocked by the right. 
Armed and trained by Israel and 
enjoying Its public protection, 
they are attempting to carve an 
exclusive Maronite state out of 
Lebanon. The Democratic 
Christians maintain that this 
state Is not viable. This deter- 
mination to divide Lebanon 
originates from the realization 
on the part of the leadership of 
the Maronite right that they can 
no longer maintain overwhelm- 
ing political and economic 
power, as in the past. If they 
cannot rule Lebanon, they will 
divide it. The Democratic Chris- 
tians maintain that the pres- 
ence of the largely Syrian Arab 



Deterrent Force Is legal, since 
it was officially requested to 
Intervene in the civil war by the 
President of the Republic of 
Lebanon, with the support of 
the right. The mandate of this 
force was ratified by the Arab 
League, whose regional author- 
ity is recognized by the U.N. 

The Democratic Christians 
attribute responsibility for the 
latest round of fighting In 
Lebanon to the rightist leader- 
ship. They maintain that the 
insistence of the Maronite right 
on blocking the advance of the 
new Lebanese Army in the 
south and continuous provoca- 
tion of the Deterrent Force has 
led to the brutal Syrian re- 
sponse. Curiously, this view 
was espoused by two person- 
alities not usually known for 
animosity toward the Maronite 
right. American Vice-president 
Walter Mondale stated last 
week that "One can hardly 
blame the Syrians," and the 
French Foreign Minister de 
Guiningaud stated that "Fed by 
ill-considered advice from Is- 
rael, Chamoun bears the larg- 
est responsibility of the latest 
tragic events in Lebanon."

The Democratic Christians 
believe the right wing factions 
have nothing to offer the 
Maronite people except bank- ' 
rupt ideology and isolation. 
The fact that these factions 
draw their support from only 
one country, Israel, speaks for . 
itself. It Is the belief of the 
Democratic Christians that a 
party like the Phalangists, 
modelled by its founder, Jum- 
ayyll, admittedly after Franco's 
Phalanx and Mussolini's Black 
Shirts, and its slogan ('God, 
Fatherland and Family') in part 
borrowed from the pro-Nazi 
Vichy government of Maréchal 
Petain, and relying on chauvin- 
ist myths about the racial roots 
of the Maronites, can only 
result In a society doomed to 
Instability. These parties, 
moreover, do not represent the' 
whole of the Maronite com- 
munity, not to speak of other 
major Christian groups in 
Lebanon. 

This Is more or less what 
Prof. Ghorayeb would have 
shared with the McGill com- . 
munity, had he not been 
prevented by violence from 
speaking. 



On October 7th, Dr. Michel 
Ghorayeb was Invited to speak 
at a meeting organized by the 
McGill Arab Students' 
Organization. 

Ghorayeb is a Professor of 
Law at the Lebanese University 
in Beirut and President of the 
Lebanese Christian Democratic 
Organization, one of the 
political parties In Lebanon. He 
was invited to address the 
meeting under the general title 
of "Camp David and. the 
Lebanese Civil War." 

As soon as Ghorayeb began 
his speech to the crowd of over 
150 in the Union Cafeteria, he 
was interrupted by a group of 
organized Lebanese 
Phalangists, a Franco-type of 
fascist party. 



It was obvious to the 
audience that the Phalangists 
had come as an organized force 
to disrupt the meeting. They 
concentrated their forces at the 
two front sides and the rear of 
the meeting hall. 

As soon as Ghorayeb began 
to speak, they started to heckle 
him. This had little effect so the 
Phalangists intensified their 
heckling. 

When the organizers called 
for order, one Phalanglst 
physically attacked the 
speaker, and others in the back 
began to throw chairs. Fist- 
fights erupted In various places 
around the room. The brawl 
lasted for 5 to 10 minutes, 
which was more than enough 
time to clear the hall of people. 

Ghorayeb was taken away by 



the organizers, but not before 
he suffered a minor cut over his 
eye.' Several Phalangists were 
reportedly also Injured. 

The police had been warned 
of possible trouble prior to the 
meeting, and were called by an 
organizer when trouble broke 
out. But by the time they arrived 
the Phalangists had disap- 
peared. The police later 
reported no arrests. 

Various organizers of the 
meeting denounced the fascist 
attack, saying it only served the 
Interests of those who were 
"behind the civil war In 
Lebanon— the Israeli Zionists 
and the two superpowers." 
They had not expected this 
organized and brutal attack. 
They vowed, however, to "learn 
from the experience."

And let there be light 

The McGill Daily has come under attack from, certain campus 
groups due to its lack of coverage of certain meetings and in 
particular one incident: the Ghorayeb affair. The Dally has been 
accused of censorship, omission and deliberate flagrancy, in its 
coverage of some campus activities. 

At this point in the debate, it Is of utmost importance that the 
Daily clarify a number of misconceptions and false conclusions 
which some of our readers have drawn from the issue. 

The most offensive and inaccurate, conclusion drawn this year 
by one group is that the paper is a private club. This allegation Is 
completely false. 

The Daily's foremost responsibility is to the students of McGill 
university. The writers are all McGill students except in cases 
where an article is reprinted for our readers from another paper. 
The Daily has become one of the most open student organizations 
on campus this year. The number of students who have con- 
tributed to the paper this year Is approximately eight times greater 
than any number who have written for It over the past few years. 
The abundance of bylines in the paper proves this fact. 

We have openly encouraged greater student participation In 
extra-curricular events In our comments and we have advertised 
on a regular basis in hopes of adding still more writers to our staff. 
As a result of this growth in participation, the editors knew very 
well that this would mean a decentralization of the decision- 
making process. With more students representing the Daily 
around campus, It became very clear to the editors that with so 
many diverging points of view among the staff we could not 
establish any concise editorial policy other than no sexist, racist, 
or otherwise offensive articles. Since some of the Dally staffers 
and editors are relatively new to the paper they may have let their 
political beliefs supersede their journalistic ethics. 

This was the judgment made by News Editor Brockiehurst in her 
comment. The writer has since realized her judgment error. The 
writer has apologized for her violation of the notion of freedom of 
information In an editor's note in today's paper. 

The Dally has also been accused of censorship. Besides the 
Ghorayeb issue In which the writer* has admitted her error, the 
Dally has never suppressed. any news items, letters or articles. 
Including tonight's issue, the Dally has published over 20 letters 
and news stories on the speaker. 

One student has launched further attacks with charges of 
censorship on the Ghorayeb Issue. Last week, that student 
handed us a five-page letter demanding that we print his ex- 
planation of the speaker's issue and not a letter from the President 
of the Arab Students' Association and four others by individuals 
who attended the meeting. The Dally offered equal space to the 
student who in turn launched a virulent attack against the paper, 
claiming that we were censors. 

The paper's purpose Is to provide a wide range of Information, 
analyses, and opinions on events that are either directly or in- 
directly affecting students at McGIII. With student participation 
evidently on the rise, a delicate balance of all opinions is ex- 
tremely difficult, given the paper's limited amount of space. 

From year to year, the staff of the paper changes and so the 
political outlook of the Daily will inevitably change as the in- 
dividual members of the staff do. For this reason, It is impossible, 
even if it were desirable, to legislate a political outlook for the 
newspaper.

Aren't we in 
this supposedly free country 
permitted to criticize foreign 
governments, including the 
United States and Israel?

Daily's slip Is showing 
To the Dally: 

In Wednesday's Letters 
column, I called for an ex- 
planation of the failure of the 
Dally to report on an incident 
involving, an assault In the 
Union by rightists on Dr. 
Ghorayeb of the Lebanese 
Christian Democratic 
Organization, and . more par- 
ticularly the lack of mention of 
a press conference at which the 
Daily was present. At that time, 
I cautioned that I was not ac- 
cusing the Dally of censorship 
on what I considered 'cir- 
cumstantial evidence.' 

However, In view of the reply 
contained in the same issue 
('Ghorayeb, goodbye'), I now 
with full certainty accuse the 
Dally of censorship. I quote: "I 
felt the speaker's credibility 
was suspect . . . (his) ac- 
cusations against the U.S. and 
Israel were totally unfounded. 
When his positlom that Syria 
was not responsible for any of 
the trouble In Lebanon was 
questioned,, (ho) could not back 
up his position . . . The reporter 
has a right to question 
credibility . . . and if it Is found 
to be suspect, the Dally has the 
right not to publish the 
opinions of the speaker." 

I do not accept that the Dally 
has the right to avoid entirely 
mention of an eminent speaker 
on a timely topic (above all 
when that speaker Is assaulted) 
on the highly subjective 
grounds of 'suspect credibility'. 
I submit that this constitutes 
censorship, and that discretion 
as to 'credibility' should be left 
to the reader. (I add that, to a 
reasonably informed person, 
Ghorayeb's views are at least 
'credible'. He Is, moreover, 
intimately involved with 
Lebanese affairs, whereas 
conversation with the Daily 
reporter has convinced me that 
she Is not in any way com- 
petent to offer a critique of 
Ghorayeb's views.) 

Further, I have learned that 
the event was In fact covered. 
Ze'ev lonis, who wrote the 
story, claims that he submitted 
it twice in the week following 
Ghorayeb's Interrupted speech. 
He then wrote a letter to the 
editor concerning the incident 
and his attempt to report it. 
Neither of these were printed, 
the Dally having 'lost* both. 

Finally, I offer the experience 
of the McGill friends of Albania, 
which has come to my at- 
tention through lonis. The 
organization claims it has 
submitted an article, a letter 
and an notice of a meeting for 
the Today column, and that 
these have been either not 
printed, or 'lost'. The 
organization reported that 
these, too, had been rejected 
on the grounds of suspect 
credibility. Again I suggest 
that, if this is true, this is not a 
valid editorial criterion, but 
rather censorship.' The Daily's 
apparently strong disagree- 
ment with lonis and the Friends 
justify censorship of neither. . 

I think the Daily will find itself 
incapable, in view of all this, of 



satisfying McGill students that 
It does not practice censorship. 
But I do not ask this. An ad- 
mission followed by a clear 
statement of editorial policy in 
the pages of the Dally and 
substantial reform would, I 
think, satisfy all.

Dally needs no Imprimatur 
To the Daily: 

The comments by Ann 
Brockiehurst on her role In the 
events surrounding the visit of 
Dr. Ghorayeb undermine the 
concept of a free and un- 
censored press. 

In particular, many of her 
statements Indicate to us that 
she has mistaken editorial 
comment for fact, and her 
views for those of others. 

That Brockiehurst "felt the 
speaker's credibility was 
suspect" Is not a basis for 
withholding coverage of his 
visit. This represents a most 
condescending attitude toward 
the reader who, by Inference, Is 
unable to question the 
"speaker's credibility". This 
credibility cannot be 
established by the way a 
reporter feels about his or her 
opinion, but, rather, it must be 
established by constructive ad 
critical discussions of the 
views of the speaker. 

It seems to us that the In- 
terests of the entire McGIII 
community would have been 
served If a report of Ghorayeb's 
views and claims had been, 
made, and then, comments/ 
were invited from the readers/ 
At the same, time, the Dally 
could have editorialized on the 
subject In Its editorial pages, 
rather than by this overt act of 
censorship performed by 
Brockiehurst. 

Finally, Brockiehurst states 
that "the Daily has the right not 
to publish the opinions of the 
speaker." Suddenly, it see;ns 
that the interests and views of 
Brockiehurst are the same as 
those of the collectlvé group 
called the Dally, since, earlier 



she has told us that nothing 
was published because she felt 
the speaker's credibility was 
suspect. Such an attitude calls 
into question the personal 
integrity <jf Brockiehurst who, 
In her qïoslng words, has 
decided i'to hide from her 
responsibility as a reporter 
behind an institution called the 
Daily.

Dally must reflect 
diverse opinions 
To the Dally:
